The Power of Vegetables 
AVith warm weather here, ap­ 
petites and menu-planning ideas 
change. The smart homemaker 
helps 
to 
build 
her 
family ’s 
health by serv ing a v ariety of 
v egetables. This v ariety is found 
at the v egetable market or the 
grocery 
store at 
the present 
time. 
According to a U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture study . 50 
per cent of our population eats 
less than a good diet and 20 
per cent eats a poor diet. These 
wrong-way 
eaters 
place little 
v alue to 
hav ing 
v egetables, 
fruits.milk and milk products 
in their diets. The nationwide 
sample of 7 ,5 00 families indicat­ 
ed, among other things, 
that 
many of these diets lacked Vi­ 
tamin A. and C and calcium. A 
large share of our Vitamin A 
and C comes from v egetables 
and fruits. Unless these foods 
a re eaten daily , it is almost im ­ 
possible to obtain enough Vita­ 
min C from food. 
A balanced diet should con­ 
tain 
generous 
serv ings of at 
lea st one dark green or deep 
y ellow v egetable to meet this 
daily requirement These v ege­ 
tables add v itamin A and min­ 
erals to the diet. Broccoli, car­ 
rots, chard, kale, lettuce, pump­ 
kin. 
spinach, 
squash, y ams, 
cabbage. 
Brussels 
sprouts, 
green beans and green peas are 
included in this group. 
This is the largest and most 
important group. There may be 
times when 
those v egetables 
supply 
the 
day ’s 
v egetable 
needs. 
Tomatoes, 
raw cabbage, 
or 
salad greens act as an alternate 
for citrus fruits. These v egeta ­ 
bles are high in v itamin C so 
they may be used in place of 
citrus fruits. Be sure to serv e 
the cabbage

Choose fresh, crisp, firm, bu t 
tender v egetables

heav y in proportion to size and 
solid to the tou ch.

2,4-D provides one of the most 
economical and effective treat­ 
ments 
for 
many 
broad-leaved 
weeds in corn. 
For greatest effectiveness, ap­ 
ply 2.4-D when weeds are small 
and easiest to kill. You can ap­ 
ply the spray broadcast over the 
top of the com and weeds until 
corn is about eight inches high. 
After that height, use drop ex­ 
tensions from the boom down to 
the nozzles. These “drop noz­ 
zles” help keep the 2,4-D off the 
top of the corn and decrease the 
possibility of injury. You can 
direct the nozzles toward the 
row where most of the weeds 
will be. However, if you direct 


the nozzles toward the row, ad­ 
just the concentration of the 
spray so that excessive amounts 
are not applied to the corn. 
Each 
year 
2,4-D damages 
some corn. It is virtually impos­ 
sible to eliminate all cases o( 
2,4-D damage. The chemical us­ 
ually makes corn brittle for a 
week 01* 10 days. If struck by a 
strong wind or by the cultivat­ 
or, some corn may be broken 
off. Some stalks may “elbow” 
or bend near the base. Other 
symptoms of 2.4-D injury are 
abnormal brace roots and

leafing,” a 
condition in 
which the upper leaves remain 
tightly rolled, sometimes delay 
ing tassel emergence. 
Here’s an easy way to ealeu 
late the amount of 2.4-D need 
ed. If you’re using a formula­ 
tion with four pounds of 2,4-D 
per gallon, each quart will con­ 
tain one pound; each pint one 
half pound, and each half-pint 
one-quarter pound. So it takes 
one pint of amine formulation to 
get one-half pound of 2.4-D. A 
gallon of 2,4-D amine (with four 
pounds of 2.4-D per gallon) is 


enough to broadcast eight acres 
(4 lb.-gal. divided by V 2 lb.-A. 
plus 8 acres). The recommend­ 
ed rates per acre for broadcast­ 
ing are: one-sixth pound of low- 
volatile 
ester;

pound of high-volatile ester, or 
one-half pound of amine.

William Cu llen Bry ant, in 18 41, 


Riv er Valley area and wrote of 
his impressions of the newly set­ 
tled territory of Northern Illi­ 
nois. 
Bry ant, a noted au thor, poet, 
editor, fritic and biog rapher, 
thou g ht that the Dix on’s Ferry 
v icinity was one of the tru e g ar­ 
den spots of mid-America and 
wrote in g lowing terms concern­ 
ing it. 
As a trav eler and natu ralist 
he had come to know the east­ 
ern states of the cou ntry v ery 
well, bu t mentioned on sev eral 
occasions that the Rock Riv er 
Valley su rpassed any thing that 
he had y et seen. 
From an article that he wrote 
for his New York City newspa­ 
per, we find that he had this to 
say : 
“ I hav e ju st retu rned from an 
ex cu rsion of Rock Riv er, one of 
the most beau tifu l of ou r west

allu v ial cou ntry . The cu rrent is 
rapid and the pellu cid (trans­ 
lu cent) waters g lide ov er a bot­ 
tom of sand and pebbles.

The banks on either side are 
hig h and bold; majestic trees 
g row solitary or in clu mps and 
back of the blu ffs ex tends a fine 
ag ricu ltu ral reg ion, rich prai­ 
ries with an u ndu lating su rface 
interspersed with g rov es. 
“At the foot of the blu ffs 
break spring s of clear water, 
which hasten in the little brooks 
to the riv er. In a driv e which I 
took u p the left bank of the 
riv er, I saw three of these in 
the space of asmany miles. One 
of these is the spring which su p 
plies the town of Dix on with wa­ 
ter. 
“In the neig hborhood of Dix on

Some of these hav e bu ilt eleg ant 
homes on the left bank of the 
riv er, amidst the noble trees, 
which seem to hav e g rown for

Of cou rse, if the sing le­ 
ton spade had been the king , 
coiiia not hav e made my con 
tract bu t the sing leton spade 
tu rned ou t to be the 10.
